New York, February 
audience of more tian 4,000 
in the Metropolitan Opera house, Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary, discoverer of 
the North Pole, was presented with 
a $10,000 check on behalf of the citi- 
zens of New York, but instead of re- 
taining it for himself, the commander 
stated that he would contribute it to- 
ward the South Pole expedition, as 
‘planned by the National Geographic 
Society. 

The check was presented to the com- 
mander by Governor Hughes, of New 
York, at this, the first nation! testi- 
monial, in the explorer’s honor. <Ac- 
cepting the gift, Peary said: 

“Here is a check for $10,000... This 
check will be deposited tomorrow as 
a joint contribution of the members 
of this audience, the officers and com- 
mittee of the Civic Forum and myself 
toward and American Antarctic expe- 
dition for the purpose of exploration 


and scientific investigation, and to 
enter the Stars and Stripes in a splen- 


did, manly international race for the 
South Pole with our British cousins, 
than whom there are no finer foemen 
in the world.” 

The audience which 
commander tonight was 


greeted the 
representa- 


tive and -enthusiastic.. The gathering 


was held under the auspices of the 
Civic Forum. President Taft tele- 
graphed that he was sorry that he 
was unable to attend, but said he sin- 
cerely hoped that “congress will take 
some substantial notice ‘of the great 
achievement of Commander Peary.” 

Governor Fernald, of Maine, also 
his regrets and the “greetings of 
the 700.000 men and women of his 
(Pearyv's) own state.” The assem- 
bliagwe adopted a resolution, presented 
by Seth Low, former mayor of New 
York, setting forth “that this meet- 
ing respectfully and earnestly peti- 
tions the congress of the United States 
to make some special and appropriate 
recognition of the achievement of 
(‘Oommander Peary in reaching the 
North Pole and winning for the United 
States the prize earnestiy striven 
for century after century bv a great 
company of brave and 
men.” 

Peary delivered his illustrated lec- 
ture, showing his progress to the Pole, 
and Captain Bartlett spoke briefly. 

Search for Pole. 

Washington, February 8.—America 
has decided to seek for South Pole 
laurels similar to those won for her 
by Commander Peary at the North 
Pole. The National Geographical So- 
ciety today resolved to send an expedi- 
Jon in search of the South Pole, pro- 
vided the necessary funds. can _ be 
raised. It is not believed theme will be 
any lack on this score. 

Commander Peary, who ts in New 
York, where a testimenial in his behalf 
Was given tonight at the Metropolitan 
Opera house, was notified immediately 
afier the action of the board of man- 
agers of the Geographic society. 

Captain Bartlett, who was in com- 
mand of the Roesevelt, which Peary 
Used on his successful trip to the 
Morth Pole, probab!y will be placed in 
charge of the expedition into the Ant- 
arctic regions. ; 

With the exception of Commander 
Peary, the members of the expedition 
will be the same as those who returned 
last year from the frozen north. 

The Roosevelt, including complete 
enjuipment, sledges and all, is practic- 
ally in readiness to be stored with 
provisions and start on her search of 
the only big goal on the globe which 
has not*vet been reached.

Will Taken by Doctor. 

On ‘the morning of Colonel Swope's 
death she gave him a three-grain cap- 
sule, supposed to contain dyspepsia 
medicine. This sne did at the direc- 
tion of Dr. Hyde. Twenty minutes later 
Swope was ina convulsion. His 
followed. Five minutes 
Swope’s death, Dr. Hyde 
appeared, and with Attorney John G 
Paxton, secured Colonel Swope’s will! 
from his vest pocket. 

Dr. Hektoen testified that one-sixth 
Of a grain of strychnine was found in 
One-seventh part of Colonel Swope's 
liver. He believed there might be a 
grain in the entire organ. Half a 
Grain would cause death. Traces of 
strychnine were found in the stomach. 

Strychnine might have been injectea 
into the body after death.

O. H. Gentry, a druggist of Inde- 
pendence, said he prepared the medi- 
cine to Colonel Swope, which contained 
elixir of iron, quinine and strychnine. 
The strychnine in a Leaspoonful 
amounted to but one one-hundred and 
eightieth cf a grain he said. 

Dr. Hyde was again present at the 
inquest today and heard the testimony. 
Especially 
Keller. But he gave no sign that her 
narrative perturbed him in the Jeast. 

In the tense moments while Miss 
Keller described the dying actions of 
Col. Swope, jurors and spectators lean- 
ed forward and listened eagerly to 
every word she said. She told in detail 
how she gave the man a and 
how he passed into convulsions. While 
conscious he eried: 

“Oh, my God! I wish I had not taken 
that medicine; I wish that I were 
dead.”’

Twenty-Two Trusts Can Be Dis- 
solved by Supreme Court De- 
cisions---Trusts | Demanding 
Modification of Law---Taft 
Not Disturbed by Threats.

Washington, February 8.—(Special.) 


A panic which will make the one of 


1907-8 seem as a summer zephyr to an 
Indian Ocean typhoon by comparison, 
is predicted to follow the adminis- 
tration’s trust-busting campaign, un- 
less it is modified, according to rep- 
resentations made to President Taft 
recently. 

Influential representatives of ‘The 
Interests” have been at the white 
house within the last few days and 
urgwed the president for assurances 
that no further trust prosecutions will 
be attempted, following the decision 
o” the supreme court in the Standard 
Oil and tobacco cases. 

That 22 trusts in the United States 
could be dissolved if the decisions of 
the lower courts in these cases are 
sostained by the supreme court, 
mitted by Wall street men. 

This bging true, instead of preparing 
t> me@et the demands of the Sherman 
anti-trust law and dissolving’ their 
combinations, which illegally restrain 
trade, the big interests are demanding 
of the president and congress that the 
law be modified. They wish to con- 
tinue their present organizations and 
threaten that widespread and disas- 
trous upheavals will follow the course 
outlined by the administration, which 
calls ,for dissolution, 

The president has discussed the mat- 
ter very earnestly with members of 
his cabinet, and said he would not 
be diverted from his course by these 
threats, but would insist upon the 
recommendations he has made to the 
ccrgress. * 

The report of these conferences 
comes from sources of direct com- 
munication with the white house, Re- 
cent visitors at the white house were 
George W. Perkins. the right-hand 
man of J. Pierpont Morgan; Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank, of New York. So far as is 
known Mr. Morgan did not call at the 
white house when in Washington at 
the meeting of the Peabody education 
fund trustees qa few days ago. 

From all indications the adminis- 
tration’s trust-busting crusade is 
being taken seriously by others than 
the Standard O1f! and the tobacco trust.

THODIST PASTOR 
DINES FAIRBANKS 


The Vatican Incident Is 
the Center of 
Discussion. 


Rome, February 8.—The Rev. R. 
Tipple, pastor of the Metropolitan 
church in’ Rome, gave a dinner 
night in honor of former Vice 
dent Fairbanks. 
were G. R. Stuart, of Virginia, and 
D. Whitting Hill, of Tennessee. The 
conversation at the dinner centered in 
the incident between the vice president 
and the vatican. 

With regard to the pope's refusal 
to give an audience to Mr. Fairbanks 
except on condition that he withdraw 
from his promised address in the 
Methodist church on Sunday, the vati- 
can explains that it is customary for 
the pope never 'to receive a personage 
that acts in any manner other than 
that of a Catholic minister at Rome. 

Hartzell Makes Reply. 

New York, February 8.—Rev. Jo- 
seph C. Hartzell, Methodist Episcopal 
bishop of Africa, made a spirited reply 
in New York tonight to Archbishop 
Ireland's denunciation of the methods 
of the Methodist church in Rome, 
which was prompted by the Fairbanks 
incident. 

“Archbishop Ireland's specific attack 
upon what he terms ‘the Methodist As- 
sociation in Rome’ is unjust,” said 
Bishob Hartzell, “but his heated ver- 
biage will not deceive the American 
people or the Protestant world. The 
simple facts are that the Roman Cath- 
Olic church accepts the presence of 
any other church organization in Rome 
and Italy, only because it is compelled 
to do so by the law of the land. An- 
other well-known fact is that despite 
the laws of Italy, Rome does not be- 
lieve in religious liberty, and wher- 
ever it has the power, forbids it.” 

Bishop Hartzell said Archbishop 
Ireland sought to cover up the real 
issue involved in the Incident in which 
former Vice President Fairbanks so 
nobly stood for his rights to address 
@ Methodist congregation in Rome, 
even if in so doing the people saw fit 
to give so distinct an illustration of 
the seemingly unchangeable purpose 
of the Roman Catholic church to re-

Resolution for Change 
Will Be Introduced. 


Alderman Grant Will Offer 
Resolution Calling For Ordi- 
nance Upon Which. a Hearing 
Will Be Granted to All Wish- 
ing It. 


As a result of The Constitution's 
suggestion that Atlanta time be 
changed from central to eastern stan- 
dard, Alderman John W. Grant will 
introdice in council at its session to- 
morrow afternoon a resolution calling 
upon the city attorney to prepare an 
ordinance proposing the change. 

The resolution provides that when 
this ordinance is introduced in proper 
shape it shall be submitted to the or- 
dinance committee, which will give due 
hearing to the public as to the pro- 
posed change, after which it will be 
submitted to council for its considera- 
tion. 

Alderman Grant’s resolution is as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, by the mayor and council, 
That the city attorney be, and he is 
hereby, instructed to prepare for the 
consideration of this body an ordinance 
by which the official standard time of 
the city of Atlanta may be changed 
from $0th meridian or central time to 
the 75th meridian or eastern time. 

“Resolved, further, That when this 
proposed ordinance is put in proper 
legal shape, it be submitted te the 
committee on ordinance, which will 
give due hearing to the public on the 
proposed change, after which it will 
submit said ordinance to this body for 
its consideration.” 

This resolution is merely tentative, 
designed to put the question in shape 
for consideration by the city council 
and the public, and there is scarcely 
any question as to its passage. 

Alderman Grant’s purpose is simply 
to get the matter in proper legal shape 
for consideration, and when the ordi- 
mance has been prepared by the city 
attorney, everybody who wants to be 
heard with regard to it will be given 
that opportunity. 

Whether or not there will be any 
opposition remains to be seen. From 
all that can be learned, the change is 
generally favored, and it may be that 
the hearing will be largely one-sided.

Five of the counties which have al- 
ready applied did not take their con- 
victs last year. These are Crawford, 
Dodge, Crisp, Douglas and _  Echols.-: 
Echols is a small county, and not able 
to maintain a gang, but will turn her 
convicts over to Clinch in exchange for 
certain work to be done on her roads 
by the Clinch county gang. 

Not one single county which has 
been using state convicts will surren- 
der them; instead of that they all want 
to increase their force. 

Some of the county boards have not 
yet held their meetings for February, 
but their r2quisitions will be forthcom- 
ing as soon as these meetings have 
been held. 

There are now an even 100 counties 
using state convicts and seven others 
working their own misdemeanors, 
There is a probability that this number 
will be increased by about ten this 
year. 

This means longer division on the 
state’s convicts, and instead of getting 
more the counties will have to be con- 
tcnt with the same number or perhaps 
a few less.

Washington, February 8.—Demand- 
ing an investigation of the immigra- 
tion commission, provided for in the 
resolution he had introduced, Repre- 
sentative Macon, of Arkansas, renewea 
his attack upon the commission in the 
house today and vigorously defended J. 
H. Patten, secretary of the Immigra- 
tion Restriction League, his informant, 
who was severely arraigned by Hepre- 
sentative Bennet, of New York, 
member of the commission, in a recent 
speech in the house. 

“It is characteristic of the man to 
proceed in the cowardly way in which 
the gentleman from New York has pro- 
ceeded,” thundered Mr. Macon, refer- 
ring to the New Yorker's attack on 
Mr. Patten. Mr. Bennet was uickly 
on his feet. 

Lively Scene Averted. 

“I object,” he said, and the members 
were ali attention in anticipation of a 
lively scene, 

“I withdraw the remark,” quickly 
responded Mr. Macon, and the tension 
was immediately dissipated by general 
laughter. 

Mr. Macon’s speech was made 
reply to Mr. Bennet's defense of the 
commission and he renewed his 
charges that the commission had been 
extravagant. He declared the oficial 
reports and expense accounts corrobo.- 
rated his assertion, that its trip abroad 
in 1907 was a “junket” and that the 
government had had no adequate re- 
turn from the expenditure by the com- 
mission of $657,993.

In a letter published today, J. Edwin Kerr offers three principal objec- 
tions to the proposal that Atlanta adopt Eastern time: 

First, he asserts it would fail in attainment of the object aimed at, 
because with the change in time men would change their working hours, 
the present 8 oOclock man, for examp'e, going to work at 9 o'clock under 
the new order. 

Second, he takes it for granted the change would necessitate two or 
more times in Atlanta, producing much confusion. 

Third, he declares the change would be productive of endless confu- 
sion in railroad schedules and the necessary adoption of other points to the 
west of Atlanta, at which through railroad trains change their schedules 
from one time to another. ” 

We fail to see, upon careful consideration, that any one of these objec- 
tions holds good; or if, to some extent, it did, that it would come anvwhere 
near counterbalancing the evident advantage would result from the 
change. 

Mr. Kerr’s assertion that it is absurd to presume a man would change his 
routine because of a change in the hands of the clock, rather indicates a lack 
of imagination and presumption of a similar deficiency on the part of man- 
kind in general.

In a talk with Judge Joel Branham 
and M. N. Griffin, of the progressive 
city of Rome, some interesting facts 
vere developed, showing the wonder- 
ful advancement along all lines made 
by the city of the hills, and the great 
county of Floyd. 

How Rome Grows. 

Rome has now about 20,000. popula- 
tion, exclusive of Lindale, where one 
of her big cotton factories is located. 
There are about 5,000 people in Lin- 
dale.
